f^MON  PACK 

In  the  other  lines  of  the  mdu.stry 
the  tlKures  as  given  by  Mr  Dabcock. 
show  that  in  the  salmon  pack  there 
has  been  a  falling  off.  There  will  be 
approximately  1,400,000  cases  of 
salmon  put  up  this  year,  as  com- 
pared with  2,065,190  cases  last  year 
The  year  192(i  was  one  of  the  peak 
years  In  the  industr\,  however,  and 
tlie  year  1925  showed  only  1,720.«20 
cases. 

The  reduction  In  the  pack  for  this 
year  was  in  large  measure  due  to 
the  shrinkage  In  the  pack  of  ptnks 

and  rhums.  The  loss  waa  in  pinks 
in  the  main,  whleli  Is  accounted  for 
from  the  fact  that  In  some  of  the 
waters  of  the  coast  the  run  of  these 
fish  comes  every  second  year.

The  Canadian  Police  Bulletin,  published  in  To- 
ronto by  the  Poller  C  nnsfah!' Association  of 
L>nada,  says  Canada  is  becoiiung  one  of  the  most 
unhealthy  placet  in  the  world  for  professional  cnrp 
inals  Considerinp;  the  criminal  conditions  in  othei 
parts  of  the  world,  that  is  a  comforting  statement; 
but  Canadians  are  not  specially  concerned  in  the 
heahh  nf      :  uial.'.     As  a  rulr.      ■■  -f  '  nm- 

inalt  it  lobusl  and  aot  likely  to  U-  ad>ri&«ly  allccted 
by  the  eomiitiom  m  Canada.  If  the  Chief  Con 
ttabies  and  all  under  their  authority  succeed  iti  mak- 
ing Canada  uncomfortable  for  cruninalt,  that  it  all 
that  can  be  expected  of  them.  With  co-operation 
between  efficient  and  vit?ilanl  police,  tad  juM  l  ut  not 
vindictive  courts.  Canada  hat  thut  ftr  been  an  ex- 
ceedingly uncomfortable  place  for  criminalt  and  may 
be  made  even  a  more  uncomfortable  place  for  crim- 
inals And  there  are  reasons  for  continued  vigilance 
on  the  part  of  the  police  and  stern  justice  on  the  part 
of  the  courts,  for  the  professional  criminal  appears  to 
be  ntldint'  to  his  numhers  and  extending  the  bounds 
of  his  activities,  and  he  api>ears  to  be  indifferent  to 
international  boundary  lines. 

An  authority  on  crime  in  the  United  States  has 
reduced  the  matter  to  costs  and  percentages.  He 
says  that  crime  i*  costing  the  country  thirteen  billient 
-ar.  "more  than  the  total  of  the  war 
debts.  In  Clucago — that  jungle  of  the  underworld 
(of  which  Mayor  Thompson  it  the  chief  magittrate) 
■IN  policemen  are  shot  for  every  criminal  v\h. 
han(<ed.  There  are  thirty-six  more  chances  of  bein^ 
held  up  and  roU^  in  New  York  than  m  London, 
and  in  Chicago  the  chances  are  one  hundred  "

or  disease.  11  the  criminal  is  adequately  punished

Tlie  Emperors  youtli  <va.i  a  hard 
MriJifffle  to  prepare  for  the  throne. 
In  spite  of  physical  handicaps.  It 
was  clouded  with  hl.n  iin'ortunate 
relations  with  his  mother.  Whenever 
mother  and  son  wars  on  the  point 
of  a  comidete  understanding,  some 
intrigue  was  set  afoot  to  keep  them 
apart  The  son's  very  desire  to 
work,  to  make  himself  aseful.  wa^ 
misrepre.sented  tO  tum  hlS  father 
against,  him. 

When  the  crown  came  to  Wil- 
liam II,  It  was  always  a  crown  of 
thorns.
